Carlisle has submitted to Attorney G e n ­ 
eral McKenna a brief containing hi# 
views »»n section 2 2 of the new tariff 
act relating to the imposition of the IO 
per cent discriminating duty on goods 
imported from foreign countries through 
contiguous territory. Mr. Carlisle, who 
represents the Boston and Maine rail­ 
road. appeared with Former Assistant 
Secretary Hamlin, representing the As­ 
sociated Board of Trade and the Mer­ 
c h a n ts 'association of Boston before Mr. 
McKenna, aud submitted orul arg u ­ 
ments on the question. 
Mr. Carlisle contends that there are 
only three possible const ructious of the 
law. 
According to the til st of these 
constructions, it was designed to e n ­ 
courage American shipping interests by 
discriminating against goods produced 
in nou-eontiguous countries aud brought 
into a contiguous country by vessels not 
of the United States and thence im ­ 
ported into the United States. 
It is 
shown that the section, as it partied 
both houses of congress, related only to 
goods c a r r i e d in certain classes of ves­ 
sels, and quotes Allison aud Dingley a# 
proof. 
Ile examines the language of the sec­ 
tion to show that, even in its amended 
form. it snll relates exclusively to goods 
carried iii vessels, aud, on this branch 
of the question, he concludes that the 
act relates to all goods aetualy im (airted 
in vessels uot of the United States and 
not entitled to the benefits of commer­ 
cial treaties; and, secondly, to all good* 
which, lieiug the product of a non-con­ 
tiguous country, are imported into a 
c o n t i g u o u s country in vessels not of the 
United States and thence imported into 
this country in wholesale quantities. 
According to this construction, the 
obje t of the law was to discriminate 
against goods imported into Canada 
anti held there in store or in bonded 
warehouse*, to be afterw ards throw n 
upon the markets of the United States 
in wholesale quantities, which would 
make our jaw, as to all these goods, 
conform to the existing law of Cat ada 
iii relation to tea aud green coffee im- 
ported from the United States into 
Canada. 
The third possible construction is 
that it imposes a discriminating duty 
of id per et u t u j >< > 11 all goods, dutiable 
and free, which are the product of non­ 
contiguous countries and which merely 
pass through the territory or jurisdic­ 
tion of Mexico or Canada on their w ar 
to the I lilted States from their places 
of departure for the United states. 
This construction, he insists, is wholly 
unreasonable und contrary to tile real 
intention of congress. 
It would im- 
t>ose 
the discriminating duty upon 
goods simply because they are not car­ 
ried through a contiguous country ; it 
would remedy no existing e v il; 
it 
would inflict immense injury upon our 
railroads and other transporting inter­ 
ests and invite retaliation from Canada.

In an article headed ‘ Like a Talc 
from the ‘A rabian N ig h ts’ ’’ the Alaska 
Mining Rec* rd says th at the excitement 
in Jut!* au ov# r the golf! discov* l ies has 
be# ii return I led by tho reports brought 
by miners who returned from the mines 
by the steam er Al-Ki, winch arrived at 
Juneau from

Dvea recently. 
It 
states that th** gold fev* r has spread to 
quarters that were supposed impossible 
for it to reach. 
The paper refers to the exaggerated 
stones that have been circulated about 
the wonderful finds m ade by some of 
the Klondike miner*. 
In order to find 
out as nearly as possible the exact 
amount in dollars that the most fortu­ 
nate of the returned m iners would re­ 
ceive in exchange for their dust a rep­ 
resentative of The Record saw the bags 
of dust of 40 men weighed. The names 
of the men and w hat their dust brought 
them are reprinted here:

“ Sm aller am ounts,” adds The Rec­ 
ord, “ deposited by 14 men with the 
purser of the Portland aggregated 1178,- 
000. 
Besides these th**rt* was hardly a 
passenger whose sack did not contain 
from $5 ,0 0 0 to $ 8 , 0 0 0 , to say nothing 
of specimen nuggets aud expense sacks 
brought by those who shipped their 
dust iu bulk. 
And this is the product 
mostly of about five m ouths’ d riftin g .” 
A letter w ritten by a resident of Seat­ 
tle to a friend in Juneau is printed in 
The Record. 
A portion of this letter 
reads: 
“ The tow n is absolutely crazy. Every­ 
thing in the w ay of transportation is 
spoken for weeks ahead. All business is 
nearly paralyzed. 
The only topic to be 
heard is the Klondike. 
Men are desert­ 
ing aud resigning all kinds of positions, 
and the tow n is nearly depleted of pro­ 
visions. 
Men aud women of high aud 
low degree are going to the Yukon. ” 
In describing the condition of things 
in Juneau and the im m ediate vicinity 
The Record says: 
“ The excitem ent is spreading, and 
by the tim e this is before our readers 
the great arm y of gold seeker* will 
have fairly started northw ard. 
Iii our 
own locality the news was not entirely 
unexpected, and m any were ready to 
start for the interior the day following 
its receipt, having prepared for the trip 
in anticipation of the reports. 
Others 
hustled their business affairs iuto shape 
and started as soon as possible after 
hearing the news, while there remains 
scarcely a m a n in Juneau or its neigh­ 
boring towns or m ining camps who is 
not tied down by circum 8tauc#*s but will 
start w ithin the next m outh or iii the 
early spring. 
“ Not only has the fever reached the 
ambitious young men, but the sturdy 
old tim er who packed his blankets to 
the Fraser and the Cassiar country, and 
who long ago supposed himself com­ 
fortably settled in business for life ou 
the stake gathered there, is himself as 
eager for the hardships aud wealth of 
the Yukon. 
He who cannot for any 
reason m ake the start bemoans his fate 
aud regards him self a particularly luck 
1 less mortal. 
There is nothing to won­ 
der at in all this when it is remembered 
that the great bulk of this vast amount 
of precious m etal was dug out of its 
native pay streak in less than six months, 
and th at a far greater sum remains 
upon the dum ps to be washed out, 
w hile the claim s themselves are barely 
touched. ” 
“ N otw ithstanding 
the fa ct,” con­ 
tinues The Record, ‘‘that the country 
in the im m ediate vicinity of the Klon­ 
dike m ay bo all taken up, with 
no 
chance to squeeze another claim into 
that district, the fact th at there are 
ruauy other rich placers aw aiting only 
discovery aud development is enough 
to rouse the am bition and make the 
average m an forsake his business, how- 
ever ordinarily profitable, for the more 
luring attractions of the glistening nug­ 
gets. ” 
The paper calls attention to the fact 
that among those who have already 
rome out of the goldfields those who 
have been the most successful are the 
tenderfeet— men 
who 
knew 
nothing 
about m ining w hen they started out. 
Only a very few of the pioneers of the 
Klondike valley have been heard from. 
An explanation of this somewhat re­ 
markable fact is furnished by a veteran 
who bas m ade no less than eight round 
trips to the Yukon. 
This m an says th a t the first discov­ 
eries along the Klondike were made at 
a time w hen the old m iners were at 
, work borning and drifting on their

The Record states th a t Lo* kie Me 
K ninon has just returned from the head 
of the Lynn canal. 
Mr. McKinnon, at - 
cording to The Record, is an old Y u­ 
koner. and he says that the route to the 
Klondike through the C hilkat pass is 
superior to all others. He says that he has 
inspected the alleged trail from Skag 
g u ar bay to the lakes and pronounces 
that route far inferior for any purpose 
of travel to the old and long travel**! 
road via Dyea and the C hilkat pass. 
It may be true th a t the sum m it of 
W hite pass is lower than that of Chil- 
kat, but the difficulties to be surm ount­ 
ed are so m uch greater aud the distance 
so much farther that all the advantage 
lies w ith the Chilkat, aud no oue w ith 
the least knowledge of the tw o routes 
w ill hesitate to take that via Dyea. 
From Dyea, according to Mr. M cK in­ 
non, to Sheep cam p the fixed eliarge for 
packing is $5 per hundredw eight, and 
from th at point to the lakes $ 1 2 is 
charged, a total of $17 from tide w ater 
to boat navigation. The Indians charge 
$1 per hundred for transportation of 
freight to th** head of canoe navigation, 
and from thence to the sum m it the 
charge is $4.50; so it is cheaper to ship 
from Dyea to the sum m it direct at $5 
than to employ Indians over this part 
of the trail.

H ill, Saluda county, S. U ., near the spot 
w here the rem arkable woman is buried. 
It is claimed by those w ho had the 
aff air in charge that w ith the exception 
of the m onum ents to Jean of Arc this 
is the only one in the world dedicated 
to a woman for heroism on the battle­ 
field. 
The unveiling was attended by a vast 
num ber of country people, there being 
a particularly large gathering of old 
soldiers. 
Those who conceived the idea 
and carried it cu t succeeded in accom­ 
plishing their unique project w ithout 
attracting notice from beyond the bor 
ders of the county. 
Captain George B. Lake, who was 
wounded in the blowing up of “ th** 
c ra te r,” was the orator of the day. 
He 
confined him self to giving the war rec­ 
ord of A unt C’indy, as she was known 
in the brigade. 
This woman followed 
her husband into tile army soon after 
the war began und remained until the 
close. 
The fatigue of the march, the 
privations of the camp, the scanty ra­ 
tions, the heat, the cold— all of these 
Cindy Horn endured bravely. 
B ut it 
was in the hospital aud by the side of 
the stricken soldier on the field that she 
showed the tender w om an’s heart as 
well as the love of country, and this en­ 
deared ber to the men. — Washington 
Post.

June 2, 1878— aud H um bert of Italy 
barely escaped the pistol and stiletto of 
John Passanauti, Nov. 17, 1878. Twice 
was Alfonso X II of Spain attacked, 
once by Monoasi. Oct. 25, 1878, and the 
second time by Gonzales, Dec. 30, 1879. 
Alexander ll of Russia had many nar­ 
row escapes before he was finally killed. 
On April 16, i860, he was attacked by 
Karakowzow in St. Petersburg; on June 
6, 1867, by Berezowski, a t Paris; on 
April 14, 1879, by Solovieff; the a t­ 
tem pt to blow up his train was made 
Dec. I, 1879; the explosion in the Win­ 
ter palace took place Feb. 17, 1880; the 
fatal bomb was thrown M arch IS, 1881, 
in St. Petersburg. 
President Garfield 
was shot on Ju ly 2, 1881; he died Sept. 
19, while the next chief of a great coun­ 
try to follow by the same means was 
President Carnot, who was mortally 
stabbed by Cesare Santo, Ju n e 24, 1894. 
A host of sm aller notables have, dur­ 
ing the century, come to an untimely 
end to gratify private vengeance or 
political animosity. 
Spencer Percival, 
English premier, was assassinated in 
1812; Charles, due de Beri, father of 
the Count de Chambord, thus died in 
1820. 
Capo d ’lstrie, the famous Greek 
diplomat, was murdered in 1881; Arch­ 
bishop Afire of Paris fell a victim in 
1848, as did his successor, Darboy, dur­ 
ing the commune. Rossi, the Italian 
statesman, was killed in 1848; Ferdi­ 
nand, duke of Parm a, in 1854; Daniel, 
the prince of Montenegro, in 1860; Mi­ 
chael, prince o f Servia, in 1868; M ar­ 
shal Prim of Spain in 1870, while two 
attem pts have been made on the life of

‘MC’S” IN PAST CABINETS.

Major McKinley was the first ‘ Me tc 
be president, but “ McV* in the cabinet 
ar* ti" novelty. 
W ashington had one in 
his second cabinet, he being Jam es Mc­ 
Henry of M aryland, who was appointed 
secretary of w ar Jan. 27,1796. McHenry 
was also secretary of war under Presi­ 
dent John Adams. 
The next “ Mc” to be chosen to a eahi 
net position was John McLean of Ohio, 
who was appointed postmaster general 
by President Monroe June 26, 1828. 
President John Quincy Adams contin­ 
ued McLean as postmaster general dur­ 
ing his adm inistration. 
Andrew Jackson, remembering his 
ancestry, made a “ Mo” secretary of the 
treasury. 
This was Louis McLane of 
Delaware. 
His appointuient was mach 
Aug. Ik, 1881. 
Two years later (May 
29, 1888) Jackson made McLane secre­ 
tary of state, lie succeeding Edward 
Livingston of Louisiana. 
In 1841 President John Tyler went to 
Ollie fur a “ Mo” fox secretary of war, 
choosing John McLean, who bad been 
postmaster general iii Monroe's cabinet. 
President 
M illard Fillm ore bad a 
“ Mc” for secretary of the interior. This 
was Robert M cClelland of Michigan, 
who was appointed March 7, 1868. 
March 7, 1865, President Lincoln ap­ 
is luted Hugh McCulloch of Indiana sec­ 
retary of tho treasury, which position 
he filled w hile Andrew Johnson was 
president. 
The secretary of w ar under President 
Hayes was a “ M c.” 
This was George 
W. McCrary of Iowa, who was appointed 
March J2, 1877, and was succeeded by 
Alexander Rumney of M innesota Dec. 
12, 1879. 
The next “ M c” to sit in the cabinet 
was Wayne M acVeaghof Pennsylvania, 
who was attorney general under Presi­ 
dent Garfield. 
There have been four secretaries of 
war whose names begin w ith ‘ ‘ Mc, “ two 
secretaries of the treasury, two post­ 
masters general, one secretary of the 
interior and one attorney general. 
Of the letters following the “ Mc’ 
three have been C ’s (three distinct per­ 
sons. three different positions), two have 
be-ii ll s (the same person, same posi­ 
tion), four L ’s (tw o persons, five posi­ 
tions). one V .— Halt Lake Herald.
